Promulgated ly the President in the Forty- fiſth Year of the 

Republic of India . 
A Regulation further to amend the Dadra and Nagar Haveli 

Village Panchayats Regulation , 1965 . 

In exercise of the powers conferred by article 240 of the Constitution , 
the President is pleased to promulgate the following Regulation made by 
him ; --

seats to be filled by direct election in a Panchayal. 

( 7 ) Seats reserved for the Scheduled Castes , the Scheduled 
Tribes and women under sub -sections (3 ) , (4 ) and ( 5 ) , as the case 
may be, shall he allotted by rotation to different constituencias in such 
manner as the Election Commission may , by order to be published in 
The Official Gazette , direct in this behalf." .

Provided that the Pradesh Council existing immediately before the 
commencement of the Dadra and Nagar Haveli Village Panchayats 
( Amendment) Regulation , 1994 shall cease to exist on the date immediately 
before the date appointed under section 3A .
